The Use Of Freak 
Stationery Causes 
Much Delay In Mails 


At Christmas time, when the 
mails are loaded with odd and 
unusual shaped envelopes, much 
additional time is required in 
their handling in the Postoffices. 
The Canadian Postoffice has is- 
sued an announcement concerning 
such stationery and it is of much 
interest to everyone and might 
even be taken as a guide for gen- 
eral use throughout the year. Ex- 
tra small as well as extra large or 
unusual size and shaped letters 
cause delay. Here is what the 
Canadian Postoffice Department 
has to say about such stationery. 

Once again at this season of the 
year Postmasters and Postal 
Personnel generally are reminded 
of the importance of enlisting the 
co-operation of the public in using 
standard size cards and envelop- 
es not smaller than 3 inches by 4 
inches, The difficulties of hand- 
ling the small size cards and en- 
velopes, particularly during. the 
rush Christmas and New Year 
Seasons, should be brought to the 
attention of all patrons. 

1. Small envelopes and cards 
cannot be satisfactorily passed 
through the’ electric cancelling 
machines. This, at many offices 
means a slower cancellation and 
general handling. 

2. The cancellation mark in 
many cases obliterates part of the 
address, with the possibility that 
the articles may be misdelivered 
or at least delayed. 

3. The small size renders the 
sortation and making up of bund- 
les more difficult and hampers the 
work of the office at a time when 
speed is essential. 

4. Owing to small size there is 
a greater possibility of loss, as 
small cards or envelopes may fall 
out of the bundle to which they 
are tied. 

Oversize cards and envelopes 
(larger than 4% inches by 91% 
inches) have the following ob- 
jections: 

1. Difficulty of cancelling by 
machine, 

2. Too large in many cases to 
be readily sorted into standard 
sorting cases without folding, with 
the consequent slower handling 
and in the case of cards-damage. 

3. Large cards and envelopes 
project from bundle and when 
tied are apt to be cut at edges. 

In general all types of freak 
cards and envelopes cause diffi- 
culty and should be avoided; this 
warning afplies particularly to 
coloured cards on which the ad- 
dresses are hot easiiy read.

In the possession of the United States censorship authorities in 
New York and Miami and the Brtish censors in Bermuda are many 
thousands of dollars’ worth of unused and used stamps for which 
American collectors are clamoring and for some of which the pay- 
ments had been sent abroad in advance by New York wholesalers, 
Ii is believed that a large bulk of the shipments will be held in ese 
crow for the duration. Dealers are experiencing months of delay 
in getting such stamps as are permitted to come hrough to destination, 
@This is wartime and the censorg 


are not required to advance rea- 
sons for holding up shipments 
either permanently or temporare 
ily, but it is known that there are 
two primary objectives for dee 
lays. One is that the censorship ofe 
ficials are trying to prevent 
Amercian funds from reaching 
enemy hands. Another is that all 
the stamps must be examined to 
make certain that concealed mes- 
sages, in code or otherwise, are 
not contained in the shipments. 

If, as and when a package of 
stamps does arrive at New York, 
the dealer who is the consignee 
must unravel a mystic maze of 
official tape before he can lodge 
the stamps in his office safe. In 
the majority of instances, exper- 
ience has shown, he is unable 
to get hold of the stamps for 
months even after the tape hag 
been unwound, for the censors ine 
form the consignee that they have 
not yet had time to examine the 
shipments, 

A Shipment From Russia 

Here is what happened to one 
shipment which the Soviet Gove 
ernment sent seven months ago, 
by way of Iran, northern Africa 
and the Cape of Good Hope, to a 
New York wholesaler who, after 
hours spent at postoffice, Custom 
House, Federal Reserve Bank, Ap- 
praisers Stores and censorship of- 
fice, is still waiting, weeks later, 
for the censors to surrender the 
shipment. 

The postal people notified the 
dealer the shipment had arrived. 
He went to the postoffice, opened 
the package, removed the invoice, 
He was given the invoice and a 
bill of lading. These he took to 
the Customs House, where he ap- 
plied for a free entry form. After 
filling in this form—original and 
six copies—he had to notarize it. 
Meanwhile he had to apply at the 
Federal Reserve Bank for an im- 
port license, receiving an origi- 
nal and five copies, notarized, 

At the Customs House he took 
the free entry form to a special 
window to have _ his signature 
ver field, and to another window 
to have the form checked for er- 
rors. From the Cutsoms House he 
had to go to the censor’s to have 
invoice, bill of lading and free 
entry form examined and his ap- 
plication number filed. From the 
censor’s he returned to the Cus- 
toms House, where a permit was 
issued, and this document he took 
to the postoffice. The postal peo-

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Tatham Sells A Coin 
Collection To King 
Of All The Egyptians 


The Springfield (1 (Mass.) Daily 
News of November 19 carries a 
front page story of the purchase 
of a set of American Presidential 
coins from the Tatham Stamp & 
Coin Company, by King Farouk of 
Egypt. In his anxiety to obtain the 
coins quickly the King’s secre- 
tary ordered them sent by airmail 
as attested by a photostat letter 
at hand. Since the coins in ques- 
tion were not of an extremely ex- 
pensive nature it was found that 
the airmailing them would cast 
about $48.00 and before the pack- 
age was shipped, word came that 
they were to be airmailed to the 
Egyptian Consul at Washington, 
rather than direct to Cairo. Even 
then the King was nervous about 
delay in delivery and the Con- 
sul at Washington telephoned to 
the Tatham Company urging 
speed in delivery. 

After arrival in Washington ar- 
rangements were made whereby 
Laurence Steinhardt, American 
Ambassador to Turkey was to take 
the coins with him on a clipper 
plane and deliver them personal- 
ly to King Farouk, on his way 
to his post in Turkey and thus 
the King will get his coins in rec- 
ord time. 


Receive Sketches of 
Unusual Cancellations 


Walter A. Coslet of Denton, 
Montana sends a couple sketches 
of most unusual cancellations. 
We have seen cancellations in 
which some part of the wording 
in the circle was inverted, but 
these two show the entire can- 
celation inverted or turned over, 
just as they would appear if 
you should hold a letter before the 
mirror or if you could turn an 
envelope face down and retrans- 
fer the canceUation on to an- 
other envelope with a stamp in 
the proper position. We fail to 
understand how such could oc- 
cur unless the circular part of the 
cancellation is separate from the 
wavy line part and it alone was 
placed in the canceling machine 
in an inverted position.

the invoice and sent the shipment 
to the Appraisers Stores. 
Miles of Red Tape 

If the™censor decides to give a 
release on the invoice, the dealer 
presents two copies of the free 
entry form, together with the 
Federal Reserve Bank license, to 
the censor. Then all the papers 
have to be taken to the law divi- 
sion at the Customs House; the 
division gives another release, 
whereafter all papers are check- 
ed by an inspector and still anoth- 
er release is given. All the re- 
leases are then taken to the filing 
division, which writes out a de- 
livery order and files the cen- 
sor’s released invoice. The deal- 
er then has to take the delivery 
order to the Appraisers Stores 
where the package is nominally 
released. But the shipment has to 
be examined again, then the 
dealer takes it to another floor, 
where the papers are gone over 
by a door inspector before the 
dealer can take the stamps away. 

In the case of the shipment 
from Russia the censor never did 
give a release on the invoice, and 
there is nothing the dealer can do 
except wait. —New York Times.

The Civil Aeronautics Board, 
recently designated as AM-59, the 
routes which Caribbean-Atlantic 
Airways, Inc., has been authori- 
zed to operate between Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. This 
route was aproved by President 
Roosevelt on September 17th, but 
until the S. A. B. ordez designat- 


ing it as AM-59, it was not known |: 


whether it would be classified as 
a CAM or as an FAM. However, 
this order definitely classified it 
as a CAM, and should receive cat- 
alogue recognition as such. 

This route is divided into two 
segments. Part I operates from 
the terminal point San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, via Ponce, P. R., to 
Mayaguez, P. R. The other part 
also operates from San Juan, P. 
R., but via Charlotte Amalie, St. 


Thomas (Virgin Islands), to 
Christiansted, St. Croix (Virgin 
Island), While your’ columnist 


does not know the exact date, it 
is known that airmail service has 
already been inaugurated over 
this route. Your columnist would 
appreciate hearing from anyone 
who has covers carried on the 
first flights of the above routes, so 
that he canm compile data about 
postmarks, backstamps, etc. 

At the time this route was ap- 
proved, the Civil Aeronautics 
Board also denied the application 
of Caribbean-Atlantic to operate 
between San Juan and Mayag- 
uez via Aguadilla, P. R., and also 
denied their aplication to serve 
the small island of Vieques (off 
the coast of P. R.) At the same 
time, the applications of Aerovias 
Nacionales de Puerto Rico to 
serve the same routes as Carib- 
bean-Atlantic were also denied.

Stamp Collection 
London, November 26—And 


now, at long iast 
back in India. 

And his stamp collection is on 
its way, too; that is, what is left 
of it. 

It is a long story and a_ sad 
story of the two-year persever- 
ance of Mr. Bazaj, 73-year-old 
cousin of Mohandas K. Gandhi. 

In June, 1940, Mr. Bazaj, an 
Indian merchant in London, so- 
licited the help of Reginald Sor- 
enson, a member of Parliament, 
to help him get back to Benares 
with his savings. They were in 
a valuable stamp collection. 

In December, 1940, Mr. Ba- 
zaj sailed from Scotland. He wrote 
a few days later that he was back 
again. His ship was bombed and 
he had lost everything except 
some of his stamps. 

He sailed again in July, 1941, 
but this time Sorenson was in- 
formed that Mr. Bazaj was a pri- 
soner of war’ in Bordeaux, 
France. 

Two months later Mr. Bazaj 
wrote from Lisbon, Portugal. He 
had been released and he still 
was seeking transportation home 
to India. 

Before Sorenson could do any- 
thing about it, however, Mr. Ba- 
zaj had disappeared from Lisbon. 

Last February he reported pro- 
gress, by mail, from New York, 
But it was, momentarily, arrested 
progress for him and his stamps. 

He had been en route to Singa- 
pore when he was caught at 
Honolulu by the December 7 at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. Now he 
was back, half a world further 
from his homeland. Somehow, he 
got to Bermuda for he wrote to 
complain that authorities there 
had seized his stamps. 

He still wanted transportation 
to India. 

Sorenson was just recovering 
from the dizziness of the chase 
when astonishing news arrived 
from Benares. Mr. Bazaj was 
home! 

But he still wanted his stamp 
collection. 

Sorenson took it up with the 
colonial office, which took it up 
with the ministry of economic 
warfare, which reported today 
that the stamps have been re- 
leased in Bermuda and are on 
their way to Mr. Bazaj.

PHILATELY IN BIBLE TIMES 
BY Edward F. Carter 


The majority of philatelists, no 
doubt, spend as much time with 
their Bibles as they do with their 
stamp albums, and are probably 
as well acquainted with the one 
good book as the other, but few 
of them realize that in the Bible 
there can be found numerous in- 
teresting references to our be- 
loved hobby. 2 

The ideal private library, to 
my notion, contains the follow- 
ing books:—Bible, stamp album, 
stamp catalogue, file of Mekeel’s 
Weekly, and Bunyon’s Life of 
the Scotts. That’s what I call a 
complete library. The good coll- 
ector reads his Bible, For the ben- 
efit of those poor unsaved coll- 
ectors, if any there be, who have 
not had the opportunity for phil- 
atelic research in the book of 
books, I give the following ex- 
tracts from the Bible, showing 
that stamp collecting was not un- 
known in those early days. 

In the book of Esther, we learn 
that there were letters and posts 
in those days, as the following 
show: 

Esther 3:13—‘“And the letters 
were sent by posts into all the 
king’s provinces.” 

Esther 3:15—“The posts went 
out, being hastened by the king’s 
commandment.” 

In Second Samuel 22:43, we 
find these words: “I did stamp 
them,” which gives us the ideal 
of a stamp.” 

Now for 
stamps:— 

First Corinthians 16:1—‘‘Now 
concerning the collection.” 

First Kings 7:50—‘‘....and the 
hinges....” 

Here we have the collection 
neatly hinged in the album, Let’s 
see what it contains:— 

Daniel 2:11—‘‘And it is a rare 
thing the king requireth.” Evid- 
ently some fine specimen which 
he lacked. 

Proverbs 8:19—“My revenue 
is better than choice silver.’’ This 
refers to a rarity in the revenue 
line, but there are others, as wit- 
ness—Proverbs 16:8—”....great 
revenues....” 

A collector whose album was 
filled with poorly centered, badly 
cut up, torn specimens, is men- 
tioned in Jeremiah 12:13 as foll- 
ows: “and they shall be ashamed 
of your revenues.” 

There were errors in that day 
rivaling the U. S., five cent red. 
Psalms 19:12 says, “who can un- 
derstand his error,” while a com- 
ing error is announced in Matt- 
hew 27:64—”....last error shall 
be worse than the first.” 

Like the present day collector, 
these errors were collected in full 
sheets and Samson evidently had 
a corner on the market, for he 
says in Judges 14:12—”And Sam- 
son said....I will give you thirty 
sheets.” 

Some attention was paid to per- 
fection in those days, for in 
James 1:4 we find “....perfect 
and entire....” 

The national collection is men- 
tioned in second Chronicles 24:6 
which tells of it as follows—‘‘And 
the king called for Jehoiada the 
chief and said unto him: Why 
hast thou not required of the 
Levites to bring in out of Judah 
and out of Jerusalem the collec- 
MOR sice” 

What further evidence dost 
thou desire that philately flour 
ished in Bible times? :

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Liberian Pictorial 
Stamp Issue Is Held 
Up By War Emergency 


An editorial commenting on the 
delay in issuing the new Liberian 
Pictorial stamps has brought in- 
formation from Mr. Jacques 
Koerpel, Philatelic Advisor to 
the Liberian Government. 

I can well understand how the 
dealers and collectors feel and 
also appreciate your point re- 
garding the “wolf cry” however 
the facts are as follows; 

The stamps were dispatched to 
Monrovia more than eight weeks 
ago but we are not told as to 
the sailing date of the ship but 
we have since been advised that 
the ship left a few weeks ago. 
The stamps are printed here by 
Americars Bank Note Company 
put it is a strict rule of mine that 
no stamps be made available to 
dealers (we do not supply collec- 
tors) until the stamps are actually 
on sale in Liberia and until they 
are in Liberia I will not sanc- 
tion the sale of them here. 

Be assured Mr. Linn that there 
is no method involved nor is 
there any reason other than I 
want everyone to know and feel 
that when Liberia issues a stamp 
it is really a postal issue and one 
-which the government really 
needs and will use and not some- 
thihg which was issued just to 
get a stamp into dealer or coll- 
ector hands. 

They are beautiful stamps and 
we are a bit proud of them Mr. 
Linn and you too will agree they 
are an eyeful but I do want to 
be fair to all cancerned and I 
cannot agree to their release here 
until they are on sale in Monro- 
via and I do hope you will agree 
with me. 

You have been very coopera- 
tive and I appreciate it and also 
as one of your subscribers I ap- 
preciate the interest you take in 
seeing to it that the collectors 
interests are properly cared for, 
and so, just as soon as the cable 
arrives telling that the stamps are

Andrews Cross stamps of the first 
Austrian issues. Specialists in 
Australia will want blocks such 
as this and should they come in 
all values of the set, there will be 
several to acquire. 

In recent years there have 
been several other stamp issues 
which have provided varicties of 
this nature, sheets in which one 
or more spaces which are identi- 
cal in size with the stamp have 
been left unprinted in order to 
have the sheet cortain a definite 
number of stamps. Such varieties 
occur in most instances because 
the sheets are laid out in an unus- 
ual form, For instance, where 
monetary values are on a deci- 
mal system it is desirable that 
sheets be laid out in rows to 10x10 
thus making 100 to the sheet. 
Where a monetary unit such as 
the English pound is used, 
sheets are usually made in panes 
of sixty for the lower’ values. 
There have been occasions re- 
cently, possibly due to paper 
shortages etc. where stamps from 
countries on the decimal system 
have been laid ou* in forms oth- 
er than 10x10, thus making it 
necessary to leave some spaces on 
the sheet blank in order tu make 
an even 100 stamps in the sheet. 

This was done with an Argen- 
tine stamp a short time ago. 
Down in Cuba, stamps issued for 
the Lions Convention were issued 
from the postoffice in blocks very 
much like this Australian stamp 
which is illustrated. There can be 
had a block showing two verti- 
cal pairs, between which is blank 
space across which is a vertical 
colored line of the color of the 
stamp. 

Other examples of blanks in 
sheets are the Austrian Special 
Delivery Stamps of 1917, Scott 
Numbers E2 and E3, ete, 

Varieties of this nature add in- 
terest to a collection and there 
are doubtless others that are well 
known, but those mentioned are 
sufficient to point out the need of 
the collector for watching for 
items such as this among the 
stamps of his favored country.

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War Savings Sfamps To - 
Be Made In New York 
Secret Service Exhibit 





A plate from which war savings 
stamps are printed will be brought 
to New York this morning under 
heavy guard from the Federal 
Bureau of Printing and Engrav- 
ing in Washington to be included 
in a Secret Service exhibit, “The 
Silent Saboteur,” which will open 
on West 49th St. in Rockefeller 
Center Saturday and_ continue 
through January, it was announ- 
ced. It will be the first time war 
stamps have ever been printed 
outside of Washington. 

The plate, about two feet square 
will be brought by Secret Service 
where James J, Maloney, super- 
vising operative in charge of the 
New York area, and Richard C, 
Patterson, Jr., chairman of the 
New York Savings Staff, will 
meet them. From the station the 
plate will be escorted by secret 
route to the exhibit room. 

The first ungummed, unperfor- 
ated proof will be made at 1 p. m, 
today and will be sent to Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau. 
The exhibit, planned in cooperat- 
jon with the Chase National Bank, 
will be open daily, except Sun- 
days, from 11 a. m. to 9 p. m. 
from Nov. 28 through January. 
The Secret Service was awarded 
the plate for exhibition because 
of its successful suppression of 
counterfeit stamps. 

War bonds and stamps will be 
sold throughout the exhibit. On 
display will be actual examples 
of invasion money used in the 
Philippines and China by the 
Japanese. There are also four ex- 
amples of bills intended for Aus- 
tralia and. confiscated by U. S. 
marines. A special film, “Know 
Your Money,” will be shown.

Air Stamp Records 
New Book Is Filled 
With All The Facts 


Under the title of “Air Stamp 
Records,” Mr. James C. Heartwell 
has issued for several years past 
a most interesting review of the 
Air Stamps of the world, Here- 
tofore this review has been in a 
mimeographed form, but this year 
as it should be, the booklet is in 
printed form and is in our opin- 
ion one of the most interesting 
books. that a collector of these 
stamps can add to his library. 

This booklet is of 64 pages and 

contains a wealth of information 
not found in any other publica- 
tion. The list of contents on page 
5 covers about everything that 
one would want to know about 
airmail stamps. Naturally, one of 
the interesting chapters has to do 
with values of airmail stamps and 
it is interesting to note that list 
of world rarities in the airmail 
field. We find a list of 17 pieces, 
both stamps and covers listed by 
Sanabria at prices from as high 
as $15,000 down to $2750 for the 
seventeenth item. It is of interest 
to note that the two rarest of the 
airmail stamps are from Hondur- 
as while two other Honduras 
stamps occupy fifth and sixth 
place in this lst. In the United 
States we find the Buffalo Balloon 
stamp as the rarest piece with the 
24c invert second and the Vin 
Fiz cover third. Scott listing of 
rarities places the two Honduras 
stamps first but other items are 
out of agreement with the San- 
abria classification. This is ac- 
counted for by the fact that the 
Sanabria listings include beth 
stamps and covers while the Scott 
pricing are of stamps only. San- 
abria prices the first two Hondur- 
as stamps at $15,000 and $10,000 
respectively, while Scott prices 
them at $10,000 and $8,000. 
Another chapter of great in- 
terest tells us that there are ap- 
proximately 5000 varieties of Air- 
mails which have been issued to 
date but that if you include the 
Semi Officials, Scadta and other 
items, the number is swelled to 
8000. Other chapters deal with 
Counterfeits, Forgeries, Triangle 
stamps and many other topics of 
great interest. 
If you collect airmail stamps 
you simply can not do without this 
book». by Mr. Heartwell and we 
hope to find much use for it in 
the coming year. The book is 
published by the Airpost Journal 
at Albion, Pa. and the price of 
50c makes it a book within the 
reach of every collector.
